Washington, D. C.—The president 


would be authorized within his discre- 
tion, to acquire by condemnation or 
otherwise and operate any or all of 
coal mines in the country under an 
amendment to the Borah coal com 
mission bill proposed Friday by Sen- 
ator Edge, Republican, New Jersey. 


The amendment also would have

FOR A COAL COMMISSION 


Whether the bill introduced in the 


house yesterday by Representative Wins- 
low (Rep.,"Mass.) for a commission to in- 
vestigate the coal industry is the meas- 
ure to be adopted for that purpose can 
only be determined by a careful examin- 
ation of it. but it brings the question be- 
fore congress for immediate considera- 
tion, and that is the present need. 
The 


Winslow bill would" create a commission 
of nine members, none of whom would be 
a member of congress or have any inter- 
est in or be connected in any way with 
the coal industry. 
Certainly this is a 


wise provision. 
This commission would 


"investigate and ascertain facts in the 
coal industry' as to ownership of coal 
mines, price of coal, wages, wage con- 
tracts, conditions of employment, distribu- 
tion, waste of coal, profits realizedby own- 
ers or operators of coal mines or by per- 
sons or corporations having to do with the 
production or»sale of coal and any other 
material facts in connection with the coal 
industry and the organizations and per- 
sons connected with it." For this ser- 
vice the commissioners are to be paid at 
the rate of $10.000 a year, but they are 
to report their findings and recommenda- 
tions to congress by January 1. 1923, and 
the commission is to cease to exist one year 
after the act goes into effect. 


On the face of it, the requirements of 


the bill would appear to be comprehen- 
sive, but it should have careful study, as, 
of course, it will have, to be sure that 
nothing is omitted, that nothing is am- 
biguous and that nothing is included that 
should not be. 
That requirement of an 


early report i? important, as the^whole 
question' should be settled long before 
April 1. 1923. when the contracts that 
are now being negotiated expire. If such 
a commission is made up of the kind of 
men that should compose it—and such 
men are undoubtedly available—it should 
be of great service not only to the public 
but to the coal industry, which sorcly 
needs to be placed on a, more efficient and 
stable basis. 


In the senate Senator Borah has a bill 


providing for a commission of three mem- 
bers to represent the miners and one to 
represent the operators. This is not a de- 
sirable plan, as it would place the burden 
of the decision on the one man who repre- 
sented neither miners nor operators, the 
others voting with or against him as his 
conclusions favored one side or the other. 
At the request of the president. Senator 
Borah says that he will increase the num- 
ber to five and withdraw the restrictions 
on the executive choice. 
Certainly this 


should be done before the bill receives 
any further consideration. The only re- 
strictions should be those of'the Winslow 
bill. The commission should have the ful- 
lest powers to examine persons and pa- 
pers, including the records of the opera- 
tors, the miners and, the government. 


MISSIONARIES OF TRADE 


How Robert Skinner. American consul 


in the days of President Roosevelt, hung 
the American flag around the shoulders 
of a proud Abyssinian chieftain and se- 
cured a treaty of amity and commerce 
with wily old King Menelik, is a bit of his- 
tory very properly resurrected by a writ- 
er in "The Nation's Business." 


At a time when 
the 
progressive 


thought of onY business interests is turned 
to the development of world trade it is 
well to bring to attention the importance 
of the consular service. The consuls are 
the missionaries of commerce. They take 
the flag of our country into regions where 
it is little known; they establish relations 
with foreign peoples, learn their ways, 
their needs and their desires and, in re- 
ports to our government, translate their 
findings into terms of opportunity for-our 
people who would do business abroad. 


This is a service of high order, demand- 


ing fine intelligence, great tact, broad 
training, and general ability of a kind to 
command splendid remuneration. The 
story of Robert Skinner's achievement in 
Abyssinia illustrates the possibilities of 
such service. In all the vast area of that 
country, inhabited by i 0,000.000 peo- 
ple, the Aimerican flag had never been 


seen. Consul Skinner, accompanied only 
by a little squad of American marine offi- 
cers and sailors, made the long journey 
bearing simple gifts to the king and the 
draft of a treaty. 
And with such tact 


and courtesy did he accomplish his mis- 
sion as completely to win Jhe favor bf the 
African monareh and gain for the United 
States advantages of great value. 


This is a sort of servjce that demands 


firovernmental recognition in a viry wor- 
thy ways But unfortunately the govern- 
ment has not, in general, put the proper 
estimate upon it. Few consular positions 
carry pay which will attract the highest 
lype of applicants. 
If the United States 


is to become a world power commercially, 
the government cannot afford to neglect 
Ihe fullest development of the consular 
service.

ploiter's contribution- 
There 
is 
invariably 
an 


"etc." at the end of the list of pains and aches a 
coaltar derivative is associated with—by the ped- 
dler of the dope. 
This particular heart depressing, blood destroy- 


ing coaltar derivative is authoritatively credited 
with the power to stimulate uric acid excretion, an 
3ffect which it may be granted without argument. 
But the outfit selling the stuff to the physicians 
of the country—or rather using the physicians as 
unpaid agents for popularizing the mixture—run 
wild and add to the uric acid eliminating effect

medial powers which quite eclipse the wonderful 
powers of the older dopes made from the same 
kettle, and is practically free from any untoward 
or poisonous effects. 
So was the older one when 


it was being exploited. These coaltar pain killers 
have a way of developing their poisonous effects 
slowly if not gently, their dangerous toxic action 
being acknowledged by the exploiters only when 
the patient is about to expire. 


The amupmg thing, speaking of the uric acid 


obsession among medical men, is that about the 
ouly drug which really does increase the output 
of uric acid from the system does so quite ae ef- 
fectively in healthy persons as in those who are 
deemed gouty. 
This is a physiological fact which 


the good doctors whose minds are confused by 
the uric acid fallacy have overlooked. When the 
drug atophan came into use 10 or 15 years ago 
its uric acid eliminating action was clearly dem- 
onstrated and accepted by the medical profession.

"A conflict of principles made its 


appearance 
immediately after tne 


war, dividing the victorious nations 
of Europe: Great Britain and Italy 
on one side and Fraifee on the other. ' 


"The primary cause of the war was 


the antagonism between the Germanic 
and the Slav races. Before 1914 Ger- 
mal politicians were much more afraid 
of Russia than of France. 


"They saw in Russia a strongly or- 


ganized power with 150 divisions and 
a submissive population, having no 
dislike for warlike adventures. Ti» 
European war was already a certainty 
on the day when the ways of Russia 
and Germany crossed. 


"If the war had ended with the vic- 


tory of Russia, which seemed likely 
at the beginning, it would have been 
.the greatest misfortune for civiliza- 
tion. Great wars are always a catas- 
trophe because they destroy the great- 
est human" values and often 
finish 


with cix'il war; but Russia's victory 
would have meant the ruin Of Europe. 
Russia as master of Poland and Con- 
stantinople would have 
threatened 


Italy by inciting against her 
the 


South Slav populations. 


"The Bolshevist regime is 
repug-

by the intervention of Great Britain 
and America, the

Germany's defeat. 
The fall of the

element. 
Europe is now divided into 


little rival states, almost like Italy in 
the 18th century. England and Italy, 
after many blunders, have at last un- 
derstood the situation; they begin to 
realize that the best indemnity con- 
sists in restoring peace and facilitat- 
ing production. 


"Italy, though much poorer 
than 


France, suffered much heavier losses 
But the liberated regions were put in 
order by Italian labor alone. 


"France, with her small population, 


her mineral wealth, and her colonies, 
is able to support herself in spite of 
her 
financial difficulties being con 


tent to export a few special products. 


"Italy, on the contrary, is unable to 


exist alone either politically or econ- 
omically; she has three bellicose neigh- 
bors; but has no inclination for im- 
perialism either for herself or 
for 


others. She has an annual 
surplus 


of 4 to 500,000 births. Nothing is more 
detrimental to Italy than the present 
barriers, which prevent the circula- 
tion of products as well as the inter- 
course of human beings. 


"England }s in the same position in 


another way, being dependent on her 
exports. 


"Thus France alone persists in an- 


imosity, on account of her different 
economic position.

Conditions Not As Bad As Im- 


agined—Country To De- 


pend on Crops

Moscow—Soviet Russian leaders are 


advancing reasons, easily understand- 
able within Russia but probably diffi- 
cult of comprehension abroad, as to 
why they believe Russia, after the 
coming harvest, can get along and 
show economic improvement without 
the aid of foreign governments. 


They make no secret that industrial- 


ly the country can show very little 
life without huge credits, but they

say that Russia la primarily an agri- 
cultural country, and that the require^ 
ments of the Russian 
peasant 
are 


probably smaller than those of any 
other people except the,Chinese or 
Hindus. 
The peasants comprise at 


least 70 per cent of the country's pop- 
ulation. 


An American, accustomed to the 


standard of living in the United States 
might consider it a terrible condition 
were someone to tell him that 50.00.- 
000 Russian people had no shoes. The 
Russian, familiar with his own coun- 
try, would shrug his shoulder* and 
say "What of it?" He would remark 
that at least 50,000,000 Russians never 
had shoe* and probably would 
not 


know what to do with them if they 
did. 
The peasants go barefoot in 


summer, use homemade straw sandals 
in the autumn, and felt boots of vil- 
lage manufacture in the winter. 


It is similar with most articles of 


wear and household use which Ameri- 
can civilization considers essential to 
comfort. 
If the Russian peasant has 


plenty to eat—and above all 
other 


things he prefers black bread—and if 
he has a few rags to cover him and 
a hut to shelter him, he is as well off 
as he was b'efore the war. 


It was only in late years under the 


monarchy that the growth of manu- 


facturing within Russia was seriously 
encouraged. 
The 
Soviet 
regime, 


whose supporters were mostly among 
the factory workers in the cities, has 
desired to increase industry probably 
even more than the old regime, but, 
due to civil war and destruction, in* 
dustry is now in a worse state than 
ever before. 
If foreign capital cornea 


in to any great extent the government 
expects to recreate industry, but lack- 
ing this, it considers that Russia can 
get along as an agricultural country 
until such time as either from within 
itself, or with foreign assistance, it 
can become an industrial country. 


As civil war is over, and the harvest 


promises to be better.than at any time 
since the war, the Soviet leaders con- 
tend that the peasant and the city 
workmen now will .bo^h have more 
food than they have* had for years, 
and that the worst period is behind 
them. 
For this reason the attitude 


of Russian diplomats at Genoa and 
The Hague was firmer than the wes- 
tern world, accustomed to thinking 
of economic ruin in the sense it would 
affect their own countries, bad believ- 
ed possible.

Persons connected with milk inspection -and milk distri- 


bution 
realize , that the .process of pasteurizing milk is 


spreading rapidly. 
They have seen plant after plant switch 


over from "raw'' milk to pasteurized milk. This change has 
been brought about not only through pressure by health 
officials/ but 
through voluntary action by milk dealers 


themselves. 
Health authorities have assured themselves^ 


that proper pasteurization does not injure the chemical or 
nutritive properties of milk to an appreciable degree, but 
that it does destroy bacteria capable of producing disease. 
For this reason pasteurization has been urged as a protec- 
tive measure for the public health. 


Milk dealers have realized that properly pasteurized milk 


will keep longer and better satisfy their customers, further- 
more, that they, as dealers, will be protected from outbreaks 
of infectious diseases which might be_traeed to their milk, 
thus casting discredit on them and injuring their business. 
It is indeed a shortsighted milk dealer -who will not pro- 
tect himself and his customers by proper pasteurization. 


According to the U. S. Department of Agriculture, in 


1915 only 77.8 per cent of the larger cities (over 500,000 
population1) reported that over half of the milk was pas- 
teurized, while m 1921 every large city reported over 50 
per cent of pasteurized milk. It may be observed that in 
1915 over ten per cent of the cities having from 75,000 
to 100,000 inhabitants had no pasteurized milk. lu 1921 
. no cities in that group reported an absence of pasteurized 
milk. The increase in pasteurization in small cities is par- 
ticularly striking. 
In 1915 only about 40 per cent of 


cities having populations between 10,000 and 25,000 had 
pasteurized milk; while in 1921 about 61 per cent re- 
ported such milk. Even in cities below 10,000 pasteuri- 
zation is becoming quite common. Forty-one per cent of 
such cities reporting in 1921 had pasteurized milk. 


As is well known in Chicago all milk is pasteurized and 


has been since 1916, except that'known as certified, pro- 
duced under the supervision of the Chicago Medical Milk 
Commission^ and which is less than one per cent of the 
city's total supply. 
This fact, together with a merciless 


weeding out of over 1>000 dirty, careless and, irrespon- 
sible dealers since 1915, and including also both city and 
county inspection, have been the factors in making the milk 
supply of this great city the best afforded any large city 
in this country, if not in the world.
